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UUSD Board to decide fate of UHS pool Tuesday 
UKIAH UNIFIED SCHOOL DISTRICT

The winter fate of the Ukiah High School 
pool and indeed the Ukiah Dolphins swim 
club’s season will be decided at Tuesday’s 
Ukiah Unified School District School Board 
meeting. 

On April 17, the board approved the closure 


of the pool for the months of November 
through January, ostensibly to reduce utility 
costs in the amount of $80,000. 

During public comment at the Oct. 9 board 


meeting, Rick Cleland, UHS water polo coach, 
and Sharon Hildebrand, Ukiah Dolphins swim 
club representative, said that the scheduled 
three-month shutdown of the UHS pool would

This weekend’s gun show at 
the Redwood Empire 
Fairgrounds wasn’t the first gun 
show at the fairgrounds, but 
according to the show’s orga- 
nizer Richard Day, it was some 
of his best work as hundreds of 
people from Mendocino 
County and surrounding areas 
converged for a celebration of 
all things related to the Second 
Amendment. 

The exhibit hall at the fair- 
grounds came to life as gun 
collectors and dealers from 
across the state set up a seem- 
ingly never-ending sea of tables 
to display their items for sale. 
Obviously many of the displays 
included modern and antique 
firearms for sale, but items like 
hunting apparel, jewelry, hand- 
made Native American tools, 
and war literature also helped to 
round out the diverse display. 

While walking around the 
exhibit hall, Day explained one 
of the common misconceptions 
about gun shows. He said that 
while there are guns available 
for sale at the event people 
aren’t able to leave that day 
with a firearm. All purchases at 
the gun show have to be veri- 
fied by a federal arms dealer (at 
this show it was Rick’s Guns of

Lakeport) where the firearm is 
held until the typical 10-day 
waiting period has ended. 

Day, a firearms collector and 
enthusiast for more than 50 
years, has been putting together 
gun shows for the better part of 
15 years in Mendocino County, 
something he said was one of 
his dreams come true. 

“This is my livelihood,” Day 
said. “It’s not like a job to me. 
I’ve got a very family-oriented 
group of vendors, and that 
makes it all the better.” 

Day has used much of his 
time preparing gun shows in the 
county to assemble a close-knit 
group of vendors who partici- 
pate in his shows consistently - 
- something he said explained 
was crucial to having a success- 
ful show like this. 

“This is always one of my 
favorite shows,” Day 
explained. Day, a Red Bluff 
native, is a full-time gun show 
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organizer who puts on more 
than 25 shows each year across 
Nevada and Northern 
California. “It’s always a good 
event here. I have the highest 
regards for the Fairgrounds’ 
staff. They’re the best.” 

Inside the show there’s a 
family-oriented attitude that 
prevails among all the vendors 
as they go back and forth 
amongst the displays sharing 
warms smiles, handshakes and 
laughs. 

And it’s the friendly atmos- 
phere of gun shows that keeps 
couples like Frank and Bonnie 
Dimauro, of Lakeport, coming 
to events like this for more than 
30 years. 

“Guns have been my life -- 
except for working,” Frank 
joked Sunday. In addition to 
Frank’s 30-plus years experi- 
ence at gun shows, he has also 
been a hunting safety instructor 
for 35 years. “I just like to meet 


people. Most gun show people 
are nice people.” 

Both Frank and Bonnie, who 
have been married for 58 years, 
agreed that there is an almost 
inexplicable culture at gun 
shows, and it’s something they 
both find enjoyable. 

“Its been kind of a family 
thing for years. It’s nice to see it 
when he sells some of his stuff. 
Over that many years you accu- 
mulate a lot of stuff,” Bonnie 
said as she looked around and 
laughed at the packed tables 
surrounding her. 

Across the exhibit hall, Bill 
Back, a former vice chairman 
for the north region of the 
Republican Party, was feeling 
the same way as the Dimauro’s 
as he used the event to not only 
help collectors and firearm 
enthusiasts, but he also took 
time to catch up with old 
friends -- something he said he 
has plenty of at gun shows. 

“The people here are truly in 
a sense of culture,” Back said. 
“We know each other, and we 
trust each other. I enjoy the 
interpersonal relationships and 
interaction. I have friends all 
over the state from gun shows. 
It’s easy to get to know each 
other.”

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Pakistan’s president says 
elections to be on schedule 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) — President 
Gen. Pervez Musharraf said Sunday that 
Pakistan will stick to its January schedule for 
parliamentary elections but he set no time limit 
on emergency rule, raising grave doubts about 
whether the crucial vote can be free and fair. 

Former Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto, 
speaking two days after she was briefly put 
under house arrest, said the schedule for elec- 
tions was “a first positive step,” but with an 
emergency in place, it would be “difficult” to 
campaign. 

Other opposition parties said Musharraf’s 
sweeping powers, which have already led to 
thousands of arrests and a ban on rallies, would 
make a mockery of the democratic process. 

The attorney-general also announced 
Sunday that military courts could now try civil- 
ians on charges ranging from treason to incit- 
ing public unrest. A leading Pakistani rights 
activist, currently under house arrest, said it 
showed the U.S.-backed general had imposed 
martial law. 

U.S. Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice 
welcomed Musharraf’s pledge to hold elec- 
tions by Jan. 9 but expressed concern that he 
had not set a time limit for restoring citizens’ 
rights. 


Rice wants Pakistan’s leader 
to end state of emergency 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice urged Pakistan’s military 
ruler on Sunday to lift the state of emergency 
as soon as possible, expressing concern Gen. 
Pervez Musharraf has not said when he would 
restore citizens’ rights. 

At the same time, Rice said it was a positive 
sign that Musharraf now has pledged to hold 
parliamentary elections by mid-January. There 
had been concerns voting could be delayed by 
as much as a year in the wake of his declaration 
last weekend that he was suspending the con- 
stitution. 

Two Democratic presidential candidates 
gave a harsh assessment of Musharraf’s refusal 
to end emergency rule, but Rice refused to crit- 
icize the Musharraf by name. 

“Its not a perfect situation and nobody 
would suggest that it is,” Rice said. Pakistan 
has come far, she said, since Musharraf came 
to power in a coup in 1999 and since 2001, 
when he pledged his country’s help in pursuing 
terrorists. “The key is to take this in steps.” 

“We believe that at a time like this, our best 
role is to counsel and indeed persuade that 
Pakistan has got to get back on the democratic 
path that it had established,” she said. 


Bush marks Veterans Day in 
Texas; Cheney at Arlington 


WACO, Texas (AP) — Marking his fifth 
Veterans Day since the invasion of Iraq, 
President Bush honored U.S. troops past and 
present at a tearful ceremony Sunday for four 
Texans who died there. 

The White House had said Bush was going 
to also use his Veterans Day speech to scold 
Congress for not sending him a veterans spend- 
ing bill. But the president finished without any 


reference to the bill or Congress. 

“In their sorrow, these families need to 
know — and families all across our nation of 
the fallen — need to know that your loved ones 
served a cause that is good and just and noble,” 
Bush said. “And as their commander in chief, I 
make you this promise: Their sacrifice will not 
be in vain.” 

Bush, who is scheduled to return to the 
White House on Monday, was in Texas for the 
holiday, following his two-day meeting with 
German Chancellor Angela Merkel at his ranch 
in Crawford. 

He went to American Legion Post 121, 
which was honoring four Texas men who were 
among the more than 3,860 members of the 
U.S. military who have died in Iraq since 2003. 
They were Army Spc. Javier Antonio 
Villanueva of Bellmead, Army Spc. Jeffrey 
Paul Shaffer of West, Marine Lance Cpl. 
Johnny Ray Strong of Waco and Marine 
Gunnery Sgt. John David Fry of Lorena. 


Iraqi prime minister says 
bombings and suicide attacks 
have dropped sharply in 


BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraqi Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki said Sunday suicide attacks 
and other bombings in the Iraqi capital have 
dropped dramatically since last year’s high, 
calling it a sign of the end of sectarian vio- 
lence. A top U.S. general here said he believes 
the drop is sustainable, as Iraqis turn away 
from extremists. 

Al-Maliki said “terrorist acts” including car 
bombings and other spectacular, al-Qaida-style 
attacks dropped by 77 percent. He called it a 
sign that Sunni-Shiite violence was nearly 
gone from Baghdad. 

“We are all realizing now that what Baghdad 
was seeing every day — dead bodies in the 
streets and morgues — is ebbing remarkably,” 
al-Maliki told reporters at his office in the 
U.S.-guarded Green Zone. 

“This is an indication that sectarianism 
intended as a gate of evil and fire in Iraq is now 
closed,” he said. 

Before the arrival of nearly 30,000 U.S. 
reinforcements this past spring, explosions 
shook Baghdad daily — sometimes hourly. 
The whiz of mortar and rocket fire crisscross- 
ing the Tigris River was frequent. And the pop- 
pop of gunfire beat out a constant, somber 
rhythm of killing. 


Capture of Nebraska teacher 
is latest for fugitive hunter 


MEXICALI, Mexico (AP) It’s a 
Hollywood theme older than “Butch Cassidy 
and the Sundance Kid” and as recent as 
“Thelma & Louise.” Flee south of the border to 
escape the law. 

Alfredo Arenas Moreno’s mission is to con- 
vince fugitives that Mexico is no hiding place, 
despite what the movies say. 

Exhibit A: a Nebraska teacher he caught on 
charges of fleeing the U.S. with a 13-year-old 
student she was suspected of having sex with. 

“They still have this image in their minds of 
the old Western movies, when the desperate 
would come to Mexico and find a haven,” he 
says. “That no longer works.” 

Arenas, 47, heads the Baja California state 


police department’s international liaison unit, 
whose only jobs are to provide security for vis- 
iting celebrities and hunt down people on the 
tun. He says his unit captured 195 U.S. fugi- 
tives since 2001, including accused murderers, 
rapists and child abusers. 

Arenas used a GPS tracker to find Kelsey 
Peterson, 25, in her car Nov. 2 in the parking 
lot of a shopping mall in this border city. The 
teacher was turned over to U.S. authorities to 
face federal charges of transporting a child 
across state lines for sexual activity, ending a 
weeklong search, and agreed Wednesday to be 
extradited from California to Nebraska. 


Aggressive staph germ found 
attacking immune cells 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The aggressive 
antibiotic-resistant staph infection responsible 
for thousands of recent illnesses undermines 
the body’s defenses by causing germ-fighting 
cells to explode, researchers reported Sunday. 
Experts say the findings may help lead to bet- 
ter treatments. 

An estimated 90,000 people in the United 
States fall ill each year from methicillin-resis- 
tant Staphylococcus aureus, or MRSA. It is not 
clear how many die from the infection; one 
estimate put it at more than 18,000, which 
would be slightly higher than U.S. deaths from 
AIDS. 

The infection long has been associated with 
health care facilities, where it attacks people 
with reduced immune systems. But many 
recent cases involve an aggressive strain, com- 
munity-associated MRSA, or CA-MRSA. It 
can cause severe infections and even death in 
otherwise healthy people outside of health care 
settings. 

The CA-MRSA strain secretes a kind of 
peptide — a compound formed by amino acids 
— that causes immune cells called neutrophils 
to burst, eliminating a main defense against 
infection, according to researchers. 

The findings, from a team of U.S. and 
German researchers led by Michael Otto of the 
National Institute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases, appeared in Sunday’s online edition 
of the journal Nature Medicine. 


Cate Edwards campaigns in 
New Hampshire for ‘my 
dad” John Edwards 


MANCHESTER, N.H. (AP) — Hanging 
out with new pals at a buzzing Manchester tap 
room, Cate Edwards sounded like any other 
college student cracking wise over a beer. 

Among the topics for debate: of Jon 
Stewart’s “Daily Show” interviews, which 
wins the award for most awkward? By consen- 
sus, they picked last month’s appearance by 
Vice President Dick Cheney’s wife, Lynne. 

It’s a typical night at the barroom, and no 
place for a presidential stump speech. And that 
suits the daughter of Democratic White House 
hopeful John Edwards just fine. 

“I think it helps to have a young person talk 
about the issues in a way that’s relatable,” Cate 
Edwards said. “I feel more comfortable talking 
to them, and I think they feel more comfortable 
talking to me, because I’m not that well pol- 
ished and because I’m just a regular 25-year- 
old.” 

On her first solo campaign trip through New 
Hampshire, Edwards tooled around the Granite 
State on Friday and Saturday in a minivan 
packed with campaign staff, making the case 
for her father in the most casual of ways. Her 
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language when discussing policy wasn’t 
always as pristine as that of a candidate. She 
usually referred to Edwards as “my dad,” 
except when joking that he’s “a hick.” 


Freed teen in sex case 
receives hero’s welcome, 
but does he deserve it? 


WINSTON, Ga. (AP) — A crowd gave a 
hero’s welcome to a 20-year-old freed from a 
10-year prison sentence imposed on him for 
having underage sex in a hotel room at a New 
Year’s Eve party. 

Genarlow Wilson, like the Jena Six in 
Louisiana and NFL quarterback Michael Vick, 
is the latest young black man to draw support 
from many in the black community who seem 
willing to look past alleged offenses. 

For three years, the West Metro NAACP 
chapter led the fight to free him from the prison 
term. “Free Genarlow” became a rallying cry 
across the country as the case turned him into 
an example of racial disparities in the criminal 
justice system. 

The Georgia Supreme Court agreed, freeing 
him on Oct. 26 with a 4-3 decision that called 
his sentence “cruel and unusual punishment.” 

On Saturday night, hundreds rose to their 
feet and gave Wilson a standing ovation before 
honoring him with the chapter’s first Staying 
the Course Youth Award. 


A second day of dark theaters 
and disappointed audiences 
on Broadway 


NEW YORK (AP) — It was a second day of 
dark Broadway theaters and disappointed audi- 
ences as striking stagehands reaffirmed their 
commitment Sunday to remain off the job until 
producers started acting “honorably” at the 
negotiating table. 

James J. Claffey Jr., president of Local One, 
said the League of American Theatres and 
Producers needs to make a “constructive” 
adjustment to its counter offers. 

“We want respect at the table,” he said at a 
somber news conference. “If there’s no respect, 
they will not see Local One at the table. The 
lack of respect is something we are not going 
to deal with.” 

Twenty-seven shows remained closed 
Sunday, the day after stagehands went on 
strike, shutting down such popular productions 
as “Wicked,” “The Phantom of the Opera,” 
“Hairspray,” “Jersey Boys” and “Mamma 
Mia!” 

Among the shows canceled Sunday was a 
gala 10th-year anniversary performance of 
“The Lion King,” although a party celebrating 
the Disney musical’s decade-long run was still 
being held. 


Packers’ Favre joins Marino, 
reaches 60,000 yards passing 


GREEN BAY, Wis. (AP) — Brett Favre 
joined Dan Marino as the only quarterbacks to 
throw for 60,000 yards in a career during the 
second quarter of Green Bay’s game against 
the Minnesota Vikings on Sunday. 

Favre found running back Vernand Morency 
for a short pass to the right side for 3 yards for 
exactly 60.000. Two plays later, he hit favorite 
target Donald Driver for a 19-yard gain. 

Favre, in his 17th season, is on pace to shat- 
ter his best season for yards passing set in 
1995, when he threw for 4,415 yards with 38 
touchdowns and 13 interceptions.

When my wife Terri and I travel we 
always seem to appreciate Gualala a bit 
more after we arrive at our destination. We 
can’t help it. Living in Gualala for 12 years 
casts a huge shadow of contrast when trav- 
eling to any other place. And while this 
time was no different, there were some nice 
surprises and wonderful people that we 
met. 

Because of my participation in the 
Gualala Commercial Property Owners I 
was honored to be invited to speak at the 
11th Annual National Conference on 
Private Property Rights in October. It was 
to be about private property rights issues 
here in Mendocino County and Gualala. We 
departed Gualala on Wednesday, Oct. 10 to 
allow for a bit of tourism and shopping. It’s 
a long way to Albany, New York, the capi- 
tol of the state of New York where the con- 
ference is held. 

Being a Microsoft Solution provider I’d 
thought initially my computer skills would 
advantage delivering the speech.

It’s a powerful and emotional display. We 
could only get through half of it. The New 
York State Museum is huge and has so 
many exhibits we could view but a few. 
The exhibits are world class and a fantastic 
display of not only New York history but 
American history. It’s on our list to visit 
again. 

The dinner at Jack’s Oyster House was 
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delightful. Jack’s has been proclaimed 
“Albany’s Greatest Restaurant Legend” and 
the area’s “Best Restaurant of the Century.” 
The same New York family has continuous- 
ly owned it for since it opened in 1913. 
Located near the Hudson River, we felt like 
we had walked into a movie set like the 
God Father. Our Italian waiter, Ray, was 
great. We asked Ray to suggest the special- 
ties of the house. The mustard encrusted 
rack of lamb was my choice, Terri selected 
a filet mignon with blossom carrots and NY 
baby string beans.

How did this happen? 


To the Editor: 

In the Mendocino County Courthouse, with Judge 
Ron Brown presiding and Kathryn Houston appear- 
ing for the people, I watched as these two shamed 
and perverted justice in our local courts. 

There were two prisoners in custody being tried 
on misdemeanor violations of probation. Their origi- 
nal charges were identical in every way, both court 
ordered into drug programs, which neither finished 
and both absconded from their programs and proba- 
tions. One left the area completely, moving clear 
across the United States, to Maine, and was gone for 
over two years. The other did the same exact thing, 
except remained here in Mendocino County near his 
family and friends, and didn’t report in for one and a 
half years. 

Both had no police contact in all the time they 
were out doing whatever it was they were doing, 
until ironically they were both apprehended within 
three weeks of each other and both were taken to our 
county jail. 

And today, Oct. 19, 2007, they were present in 
court for sentencing. The one man who had abscond- 
ed to Maine was judged first, and received a sen- 
tence of time served with 22 days remaining until 
his release, and he would then be able to return 
home to Maine with his probation reinstated until 
the year 2011, and if he had no problems in that year 
of probation, he could then petition the court to have 
his probation terminated completely! 

Then came time to sentence the second man. 
Now, mind you... this man had the exact charges 
originally as the first man, and wham, bam, no ques- 
tions asked, he was sent straight to prison for five 
years! To say the least, I was appalled! With the sen- 
tence the first fella received, I was sure the second 
fella would have been treated as fairly. Such was not 
the case! And as I sat there, I could think nothing 
more than “Judge Brown, who had received my and 
many other people’s votes, was a very biased and 
prejudiced man.” 

I just do not see how Judge Brown could treat one 
man so fairly, while throwing the other man’s life 
away, when in fact these two men faced identical 
charges in every way! 

Even the D.D.A., Kathryn Houston displayed bias 
and prejudice! She actually spoke in defense of the 
first man, and I quote, “All the man did was to cut a 
little firewood and do a little dope.” I cannot think of 
one instance where the people spoke on the defen- 
dant’s behalf! And when the second man was sen- 
tenced, she didn’t utter anything other than, to fol- 
low probation’s recommendations. 

What is wrong with our local justice system? 
How is it that two men, who are co-defendants, and 
both break the law identically in every way, yet are 
judged and sentenced to separate outcomes? 

The second man sentenced had family present, his 
mother, father, and sister. I watched them anticipate 
the same compassion and fairness for their loved one 
from Judge Brown, and when they heard that their 
loved one was being sentenced to prison, this man’s 
mother stood and stepped forward, asking to speak. 
Again, I was shocked and disgusted by Judge Brown 
when the lady asked why her son had to go to 
prison, and Judge Brown looked at this lady with no 
kindness or concern for her tears or pleas and said, 
“Madam, I have made my decision!” He then rose 
and went to his chambers, as if she were never there. 

Over the weekend I came to the conclusion that I 
need to write to more than just this newspaper, and 
have composed letters with details about this atrocity 
and obvious miscarriage of justice! I plan to forward 
it on to our State’s Governor, along with one to the 
Judicial Performance Committee in San Francisco. 

While I’m at it, I plan to contact Senator Patricia 
Wiggins and Assemblywoman Patty Berg. Last but 
not least, I will be contacting the State Bar 
Association with complaints for Judge Brown, 
D.D.A. Kathryn Houston, and I want to include 
Farris Purviance III, who was the second man’s pub- 
lic defender. All should have to answer for their bla- 
tant prejudice and bias in the positions they hold, 
and feel it my responsibility to make known the ter- 
rible wrongs in their judgments today! 

Honestly, think about it... how can this be? Two 
men, same charges, same probation violations, every 
aspect the same. One gets to walk and go home, 
while the other gets sent to prison. How can one be 
judged differently than the other? What happened to 
equality and fairness? 

And I have to ask... just what is going on in our 
courts?

LSU is

NEW YORK — LSU is 
getting a second chance at 
No. 1. 

The Tigers took advantage 
of Ohio State’s loss and 
regained the top ranking in 
The Associated Press Top 25 
on Sunday. Oregon is not far 
behind at No. 2. 

As for unbeaten Kansas, 
the Jayhawks are No. 4, 
behind Big 12 rival 
Oklahoma. Ohio State fell to 
No. 7 after its first loss of the 
season, a 28-21 setback 
against Illinois on Saturday. 
The Illini moved back in the 
rankings at No. 20. 

LSU started the season 
ranked No. 2 behind Southern 
California and rose to No. 1 
on Sept. 30. It was the first 
time since 1959 the Tigers 
held the top spot in the AP 
media poll, but they weren’t 
there very long. 

Two weeks later, LSU lost 
in triple overtime at Kentucky 
and dropped to No. 5. A 
month later, the Tigers are 
back on top, having received 
40 of a possible 65 first-place 
votes and 1,590 points. After 
a string of close games and 
thrilling finishes, LSU had an 
easy time Saturday night, 
beating Louisiana Tech 58-10 
at Tiger Stadium. 

LSU is the first team to 
lose the No. 1 ranking and 
regain it in the same season 
since Miami in 2002. Those 
Hurricanes were preseason 
No. 1, lost the top-ranking for 
a week to Oklahoma, and got 
it right back. Miami ended up 
losing the national champi- 
onship at the Fiesta Bowl to 
Ohio State. 

Oregon received 22 first- 
place votes and 1,574 points 
this week. The Ducks were 
last No. 2 at the end of the 
2001 season. 

Oklahoma, Kansas and No. 
5 West Virginia also received 
first-place votes. 

The Jayhawks moved to 
10-0 with a 43-28 victory at 
Oklahoma State on Saturday 
night. 

No. 6 Missouri gives the

STANFORD — Anthony Goods gave 
a thumbs-up before the game signaling 
he felt fine and no longer had the upset 
stomach that bothered him in recent 
days. 

Goods scored 10 straight points during 
one first-half stretch and finished with 
23, and No. 23 Stanford beat UC Santa 
Barbara 67-48 on Sunday to win the 
Basketball Travelers Classic. 

Goods also grabbed six rebounds, and 
Robin Lopez added 12 points, two blocks 
and two steals for the unbeaten Cardinal, 
off to their first 3-0 start since beginning 
26-0 in 2003-04. 

Lopez’s 7-foot twin, Brook, could 
only watch because he is academically 
ineligible for the fall quarter and won’t 
play until at least the team’s Dec. 19 con- 
test against Santa Clara. 

Alex Harris scored 18 points and 
Chris Devine added 14 points and eight 
rebounds for Santa Barbara, which is 
favored to win the Big West Conference. 

Both teams seemed to lack energy at 
times, showing the signs of playing their 
third game in as many days during the 
round-robin event. 

Santa Barbara (2-1) started the second 
half with a 6-0 spurt to get back to 35-30 
before Mitch Johnson swished a 3, then 
threw a pretty pass on Lopez’s one-hand- 
ed alley-oop dunk the next time down the 
floor for one of his five assists. 

The Gauchos couldn’t keep up after 
that, allowing Stanford to go ahead by 16 
with an 11-0 run.

Johnson wins 4th straight race in Arizona

AVONDALE, Ariz. — 
Jimmie Johnson took com- 
mand of the Nextel Cup 
championship Sunday, win- 
ning at Phoenix International 
Raceway to open a daunting 
lead over teammate Jeff 
Gordon in the race to the title. 

Johnson, the defending 
Nextel Cup champion, heads 
to next week’s season finale in 
Homestead, Fla., with a com- 
fortable 86-point lead over 
Gordon. 

He needs to finish just 18th 
or better to become the first 
driver since Gordon in 1997 
and 1998 to win consecutive 
titles. 

“It’s over. It’s over,” con- 
ceded Gordon, the four-time 
series champion. “Even if we 
win it, it’s because they have 
problems. While we’ ll accept 


it, we don’t want to do it that 
way. 

“Those guys have flat-out 
killed everybody. And you’ve 
got to give credit where credit 
is due.” 

Johnson was subdued in 
Victory Lane, and refused to 
claim the title. 

“Homestead is going to be 
a stressful weekend. We’ve 
got seven more days, I’m just 
going to try to keep my mind 
clear and focus on the things 
we need to do,” Johnson said. 
“This is kind of where we 
were last year. We just have to 
go down there and be smart 
and see how it shakes out.” 

Gordon was off all day. He 
had a tire rub after making 
contact with Kevin Harvick, 
and finished a disappointing 
10th. 

It was a crushing perfor- 
mance on a day when Johnson 


raced to his fourth consecutive 
victory and 10th of the season. 
He became the first driver to 
win four straight in a season 
since Gordon did in 1998, and 
his season victory total is the 
most since Gordon won 13 
races that same year. 

“They are as good as any 
group I’ve seen, including Jeff 
in his heyday when he was 
winning 10 races a year,” said 
2003 champion Matt Kenseth, 
who finished third. 

Gordon, who hand-picked 
Johnson to join Hendrick 
Motorsports when the team 
expanded to four cars in 2002, 
marveled at how strong his 
protege has been during this 
championship hunt. 

It’s put it nearly out of 
reach for Gordon, who domi- 
nated the “regular season” and 
opened a lead of more than 
300 points before the field 


was reset for the Chase. 
“Unless you lead every lap 
and beat Jimmie Johnson to 
win the race, we don’t have a 
shot,” Gordon said. ‘“We’re 
just coming up short at a cru- 
cial time. Those guys have 
just knocked it out of the ball- 
park, and it would be tough to 
beat that even if we were hit- 
ting on all eight cylinders.” 
Although it will take a total 


collapse next week by a team 
that rarely falters for Johnson 
to not win the championship, 
crew chief Chad Knaus wasn’t 
ready to claim the Cup just 
yet. 

“Obviously were real 
happy to extend the points 
lead,” Knaus said. “But going 
into Homestead, you never 
know. You never know what’s 
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going to happen. 

“We could easily have an 
issue and not finish the race. 
We just have to stay focused 
and keep our heads down.” 

Greg Biffle finished second 
and Matt Kenseth, his Roush 
Fenway Racing teammate, 
was third. 

Tony Stewart was fourth 
and was followed by Ryan 
Newman, Harvick, and 
Martin Truex Jr. 

Kyle Busch, who was try- 
ing to become the first driver 
to win three of NASCAR’s 
national races at the same 
track on the same weekend, 
finished eighth. 

Busch won the Truck 
Series race here on Friday, the 
Busch Series race on 
Saturday, but never made it all 
the way to the front in the Cup 
event after starting 38th. 

The race mathematically 
eliminated everyone but 
Johnson and Gordon from 
title contention, so regardless 
of what happens in 
Homestead, Hendrick 
Motorsports will win its sev- 
enth Cup title. 

But it was Johnson and his

SAN FRANCISCO 
Dick Nolan, the former coach 
of the San Francisco 49ers and 
the father of current coach 
Mike Nolan, died Sunday, the 
49ers said. He was 75. 

Dick Nolan, a former NFL 
defensive back who also 
coached the New Orleans 
Saints, had been in declining 
health with Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease and prostate cancer for 
several years. He spent the 
last few months at an assisted- 
care facility in the Dallas area, 
near his longtime home with 
his wife, Ann. 

Mike Nolan missed prac- 
tice with the 49ers on Frida 
and Saturday, traveling bac 
to Texas to be with his father. 
Team spokesman Aaron 
Salkin said Nolan would 
coach the 49ers on Monday 
night against the Seattle 
Seahawks. 

Dick Nolan played nine 
NFL seasons before becoming 
a coach, assisting Hall of 
Famer Tom Landry in Dallas 
and going 71-85-3 in nearly 
11 seasons with San Francisco 
and New Orleans. He led the 
perennially downtrodden 
49ers to 56 wins, three divi- 
sion titles and two conference 
championship games in eight 
years with the club. 

Dick and Mike Nolan were 
just the fifth father and son to 
become NFL head coaches, 
and the first to coach the same 
team since Bum and Wade 
Phillips both coached the 
Saints. 

Mike Nolan convinced the 
NFL to allow him to wear 
dress suits on the 49ers’ side- 
line last season partly in trib- 
ute to his father, who always 
dressed smartly. 

“My father always project- 
ed an image of authority, and I 
wanted to honor him the 
way he lived his life and his 
whole career as a coach,” 
Mike Nolan said. 

Born in Pittsburgh and 
raised in White Plains, N.Y., 
Dick Nolan played college 
football at Maryland and went 
on to a playing NFL career 
with the New York Giants, 
Chicago Cardinals and Dallas 
Cowboys, mostly as a hard-

hitting safety. 

“He made himself into not 
just a good player, he was an 
extraordinary player,” former 
teammate Frank Gifford told 
the New York Daily News 
earlier this year. “He didn’t 
have the physical talent to do 
it all. He just willed himself. 
He was smart. He was tough 
— as good as there comes in 
that respect.” 

After retiring in 1962, 
Nolan spent six seasons as an 
assistant to Landry, his long- 
time friend and former team- 
mate with the Giants. The 
49ers hired him in 1968 to 
take over a franchise that had 
made just one playoff appear- 
ance in its 18 NFL seasons. 

San Francisco went 7-6-1 
in his first season before 
breaking through in 1970, 
going 10-3-1 and getting the 
49ers’ first playoff win at 
Minnesota before falling to 
Dallas in the NFC title game. 

The 49ers made playoff 
appearances in 1971 and 
1972, losing to the Cowboys 
both times. Nolan was in 
charge when the 49ers moved 
from Kezar Stadium near the 
Haight-Ashbury district to 
Candlestick Park on the 
shores of San Francisco Bay. 

But the 49ers slumped to 
three consecutive losing sea-

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sons after their playoff 
appearances, and the same 
fans who once hailed Nolan as 
their savior booed the Niners 
and cheered for Nolan’s 
departure. 

“That was the toughest 
time, but that’s the life of a 
coach,” Mike Nolan said. 
“My dad never took it person- 
ally, and he didn’t take it per- 
sonally when it happened 
again in New Orleans.” 

Nolan then coached the 
Saints from 1978-80, going 
15-29 with the perennially 
downtrodden franchise, which 
fired him after the Saints lost 
the first 12 games of the 1980 
season. 

Nolan scouted and enjoyed 
retirement before his health 
worsened. In his final months, 
he was visited by many of his 
former players. In September, 
49ers Hall of Famers Dave 
Wilcox and Jimmy Johnson 
joined Len Rohde and Ed 
Beard for an afternoon of rem- 
iniscing — and Nolan recog- 
nized them. 

“My father kind of lit up 
when he saw them, and he 
doesn’t do that very often,” 
Mike Nolan said. 

Nolan is survived by his 
wife and six children. Funeral 
arrangements are pending.

Investigators weigh speed, communications in 
San Francisco Bay oil spill

SAN FRANCISCO 
Coast Guard investigators 
were trying to determine 
whether a cargo ship’s speed 
and possible communication 
problems led to a crash that 
resulted in the San Francisco 
Bay’s worst oil spill in nearly 
two decades. 

A preliminary Coast Guard 
investigation found that 
human error, not mechanical 
failure, caused the ship to 
sideswipe a support on the 
San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge as federal prosecutors 
opened a criminal investiga- 
tion into the incident. 

“One of the things we are 
looking at, as with any inves- 
tigation with the weather con- 
ditions we saw — specifically 
heavy fog — would be what 
speed was the ship traveling 
and was that appropriate given 
the visibility at the time?” 
Coast Guard Cmdr. Brendan 
McPherson said Sunday. 

The Cosco Busan hit the 
bridge Wednesday, leaving a 
gash nearly 100 feet long on 
the side of the 926-foot vessel 
and rupturing two of its fuel 
tanks, causing about 58,000 
gallons of heavy bunker fuel 
to leak into the bay. The spill 
has killed dozens of sea birds 
and spurred the closure of 
nearly two dozen beaches and 
piers. 

The National Park Service 
reported Sunday that thick 
balls of oil had been discov- 
ered on the pristine beaches of 
Point Reyes National 
Seashore along the Pacific 


coast. The oil has put several 
sensitive and threatened 
species at risk, according to 
the park service, including 
western snowy plovers, brown 
pelicans and several seal 
species. 

Investigators were focusing 
on possible communication 
problems between the ship’s 
crew, the pilot guiding the 
vessel and the Vessel Traffic 
Service, the Coast Guard sta- 
tion that monitors the bay’s 
shipping traffic. 

Coast Guard Cmdr. 
Andrew Wood said “the mere 
fact that they collided with a 
fixed object” offered clear 
evidence that a communica- 
tion problem had occurred. 

The Coast guard planned to 
make the audio tapes and tran- 
scripts of the vessel’s commu- 
nications with the Coast 
Guard public late Sunday. 

“There were skilled enough 
individuals on board this ship. 
They didn’t carry out their 
missions correctly,” said Rear 
Adm. Craig Bone, the Coast 
Guard’s top official in 
California. 

A language barrier between 
the vessel’s pilot, Capt. John 
Cota, and the ship’s all- 
Chinese crew was not likely a 
factor in the crash, since the 
ship’s captain and officers are 
required to speak English, 
officials said. 

The National 
Transportation Safety Board, 
an independent federal agency 
that investigates major trans- 
portation accidents, arrived 
Sunday to launch its own 
investigation. 


The NTSB will look at 
everything from how fatigued 
the ship’s crew and captain 
were to any mechanical or 
weather issues that may have 
been involved in the accident, 
said Debbie Hersman, an 
NTSB spokeswoman. 

The NTSB’s investigation, 
expected to take up to a year, 
will also examine the initial 
response by the Coast Guard 
and the company who owns 
the vessel, Hersman said. 

U.S. Sen. Dianne Feinstein, 
D-Calif., and Sen. Barbara 
Boxer, D-Calif., have both 
called for swift and thorough 
investigations of the spill and 
Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger 
has declared a state of emer- 
gency. 

Feinstein met with Coast 
Guard officials Sunday and 
said the system for responding 
to spills needed to be 
improved, especially commu- 
nication with communities 
where toxic sludge began 
washing up on beaches short- 
ly after the crash. 

“There were a lot of unusu- 
al things such as weather, but 
that should not excuse this,” 
Feinstein said. “It’s clear that 
the cities around the bay 
should have been brought into 
this faster than they were.” 

Coast Guard officials said 
the U.S. Attorney’s Office for 
the Northern District of 
California has launched the 
criminal investigation into the 
crash. A call to that office was 
not immediately returned 
Sunday. Hersman would not 
say whether the NTSB’s 


inspectors would aid federal 
prosecutors, but did say her 
agency would cooperate with 
all parallel inquiries. 

Bone defended the Coast 
Guard’s response, blaming 
dense fog for delays that ham- 
pered efforts to launch heli- 
copters and deploy cleanup 
equipment after the spill. 

Coast Guard Commandant 
Adm. Thad Allen was sched- 
uled to arrive from 
Washington, D.C., later 
Sunday to take an aerial tour 
of the damage. 

Efforts to clean up the mess 
intensified over the weekend. 
The Coast Guard increased 
the number of ships to 20 
from 11 to work on skimming 
the oil from the bay, said Petty 
Officer Sherri Eng. 

Nearly 20,000 gallons of 
oily liquid about 10,750 
gallons of which is pure oil — 
had been sucked up by 
Sunday morning, and hun- 
dreds of workers have taken 
part in cleanup efforts on the 
water and along beaches to 
mop up the damage — a job 
that is expected to last weeks 
or possibly months. 

Rescue teams raced to save 
hundreds of seabirds tarred 
with black shipping fuel. At 
least 60 birds were found dead 
while 200 live birds were 
recovered and sent to a reha- 
bilitation center in Solano 
County.

86,000 homes to be built in fire-prone SoCal areas 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
At least 86,000 homes are 
being planned for Los Angeles 
and Orange counties on land 
designated as being at high 
risk from wildfires, it was 
reported Sunday. 

Housing tracts are sprawl- 
ing over brushy hillsides that 
provide beautiful views but 
also funnel flames. 

“This is a land rush into 
danger,” said Roger Kennedy, 


National Park Service. 

Wildfires that began last 
month killed nine people, 
destroyed some 2,100 homes 
and charred more than 800 
square miles of land from Los 
Angeles County to the 
Mexican border. 

New homes must have fire- 
retardant features and land- 
scaping but critics say build- 
ing in fire-prone areas raises 
the cost of firefighting.

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Cheney pays tribute 
to Iraq war veterans 
for protecting U.S. 
freedoms, ideals 


Hundreds battle 
cold temperatures to 
honor those served

ARLINGTON, Va. — Vice 
President Dick Cheney paid 
tribute Sunday to veterans of 
the Iraq war, honoring them 
for keeping the United States 
democratic and free and hop- 
ing “they will return in victo- 


ry.” 

In a 10-minute Veterans 
Day speech at Arlington 
National Cemetery, Cheney 
said soldiers from World War 
I to “the current fight against 
terrorism” have served their 
country valiantly and “above 
all they kept us free at the land 
we call home.” 

“Free to live as we see fit, 
free to work, worship, speak 
our minds, to choose our own 
leaders,” the vice president 
said. “May the rest of us never 
take them for granted.” 

Hundreds of people of 
braved the crisp November 
weather to witness Cheney’s 
tribute and they cheered when 
the vice president offered

The crowds at the Tomb of 
the Unknowns, where Cheney 
laid a wreath, and the nearby 
the Memorial Amphitheater 
included children dressed in 
military fatigues and motorcy- 
clists in leather jackets.

Cheney quoted Gen. David 
Petraeus, the top U.S. com- 
mander in Iraq, in saying 
troops there are fighting in a 
complex and challenging situ- 
ation, and praised them for a 
“magnificent job.” 

“Our conduct of our mili- 
tary today and throughout our 
nation’s history makes this 
country very proud,” Cheney 
said. “It is our prayer they will 
return in victory, safely home, 
to live out their lives and be 
here to observe many 
Veterans Days to come.” 

Earlier, Cheney placed a 
wreath on the tomb, pausing 
to straighten the ribbons on 
the front. The Army band 
played the national anthem 
and a bugler played taps. 

President Bush, who spent 
the weekend at his ranch in 
Crawford, Texas, planned to 
visit an American Legion post 
in nearby Waco and make 
remarks Sunday afternoon. 


Report: California dropouts 
increase in first year of exams

SACRAMENTO — A new report says the number of 
California high school dropouts spiked in 2006, the first year 
seniors were required to pass the state’s exit exam. 

As a result, California’s high school graduation rate fell 


about 4 percent. 


The findings came in a report commissioned by the state 
Board of Education and made public Wednesday. 

It says 24,000 high school seniors dropped out in 2006, 
about 10,000 more than just four years earlier. 

The lowest scores on the exam were in schools with high 
concentrations of minority and poor students. 

That finding underscores a persistent achievement gap when 
those students are compared with their white and Asian coun- 
terparts. The state school superintendent says he is determined 


to narrow that divide.
